I cannot regard it as innocent when he^changes the 
depositions of Geraci and Blalock to make them consistent with Bringuier’s 
perjury. You must also remember, as t to say in the appropriate memo? 
that Bringuier, who was being covered, also knew the significance of the 
544 Damp a t. Address, knew S’errie ana aLl about him, who was at these meetings 
' including, without doubt, himself,), knew all the people there. Among the 
people who also knew the significance of this address^ whether or not 
Quigley did, are deBrueys, who was at the Cuban meetings regularly, pro- 
bably ~ogsn and most certainly \ 3 gis Kennedy, one of the reasons I em un- 
willing to put an innocent interpretation on his Marcello report. I have no 
doubt Kennedy had seen Perris at anister’s, at the veiy least. u e was there 
almost daily. Remember Wall’s fudging on the CRC address and how they got it? 
^ewrnsn told both the FBI and SS that Banister , not '“‘‘artin, arranged for this. 
He told me. I am certain I sent you a copy of that memo.
